AWFUL CASUALTY. 

A Bridge at Louisville, Ky., Collapses 
—Numbers of Workmen, Help- 
less Victims. 



How the Catastrophe Occurred— State- 
ments of Witnesses— Opinions 
as to the Cause.

LoDlsviLLE, Ky., Dec. 15.— The middle 
span of the iron and timber fuldo work of 
tho bridge now under conatruclion betv,-ecn 
East Louiavillo and .Jell'er.-ioiiville, Ind., 
collapsed al about 1(1:IS o'clock tliia morn- 
ing, orushing to death or drowning between 
twenty and thirty, and injuring about 
twenty persons, some of whom will die 
Only six lioilioa have been recovered. For 
wcoUa pant a hiryo force of 
have been at work on tho bi, 
foot span over the middle of tiic river, 
iron work was all up and was rustini^ on a 
heavy framework of piling driven down into 
the bed of the river and securely bolted anil 
braced. This aftornoon the last bolts were 
to have been put in place in tho iron super- 
structure, and the gigantic span would have 
supported its own weight. The foreman, 
beginning this woik. noticed that 
during the night the "traveller," 
a huge derrick used for placing 
iron in pofiition, had been worked 
loose by the wind and ordered it drawn 
back into place. The wind was high at the 
lime and Iho ^'onlle swaying of the false 
wo. k griulu illy forced the "traveller" off 
tho piles on v.-hich it was resting. When 
tho end alipped llie whole work trembled 
and tho men, realizing their danger, started 
for the piers. Ah luck would have it tho 
centr.ll bunts was the lirat to give way and 
the men on this bent went down, to be 
covered by the mass of iron and timber of 
tho other bents, which fell almo.'it im- 
mediately, carrying with them the work- 
n)on w-ho failed to reach plucea of safely on 
tho piers. 

The north bent, or the one attached to 
the Indiana pier, did not fall for fifteen 
miuutes alter the other parta went down. 
There were tifly-ouo men on tho bridge 
when the warniug was given liy tho engineer 
in charge of the work. Of this number sev- 
eral succeeded in reaching the piers. Of 
these that went down, some wore covered 
by a inuBs of timber from beneath and it 
wdl be some days before their bodies are re- 
covered. The partial span, the last one did 
not fall until twenty minutes after the tirat 
had gone down, but it was the direct result 
of the falling of tho first. Tho great strain 
occasioned by the sundering and rending of 
the bridge naturally communicated itself to 
the unfinished span and it cooks its plunge 
like tho first into tho water. Being, how- 
over, mostly franio work it did not sink, 
but IKtftcd slowly down the river. There 
were said to be four men on it when it foil, 
and one was undoubtedly killed. The small 
" traveller " on this span floated down sev- 
eral hundred yards and then grounded on 
the heavy timbers, which wore splintered 
like matchwood, showing the terrifio force 
of tho fall. 

The crash attracted the attention of thoac 
on the shore, anil many turueil away iia 
they saw the men atrngnling in midair in 
their mad eti'orlH to climb out of danger. 
When the huge ma.s.i of material struck 
the water all ".va.s concealed for au instant 
by the spraj- which w.\h thrown into tho 
air. A.s the water Kiibaiiled anil the mist, 
waa iliapersed, liero and there could be seen 
men atruggling lie.iperately to cliiiib upon the 
timbers that llirii-jt their cnda aliiivc the 
water. A few auceeeded in climbing to 
placcH of safety, ami were ijuicklY rescued. 
The others atriiggled hopelessly, an -i were 
carried oil" by tho currents to sink almost as 
re.'icue was at hand. The ferry boats t'ity 
of .Jelleiaon and the C. W. Hilt, 
and iho lifc-aaving crews, were the 
lirsL to reach the wreckage, which 
completely blocked the channel of the 
river. Men with broken arms and legs were 
found clioging to pieces of timber. They 
were pulled into boats and hurried to the 
hospitals In this city and Jeirorsonville. 
Five bodies were reoovorod from tho wreck. 
The steamer Hot Spur, with superintend- 
ent (ieorgo Fisher on board, came near 
being caught by the falling span. She u an 
making for the false work when Superin- 
tendent t'luher heard the timbers creek, 
f^ooking up he saw the great span shaking 
and gave orders to back the steamer. It 
was done none too soon, for the top of the 
h]ige " traveller" fell within twenty feet of 
the boat. 

Afi soon as the pilot loalii'.til what, li-ul 
liap[)ei)eil he ran the boat up lo the wreck- 
iige and the crow saved nine men, wlio wore 
so h.uily hurt that tlu y cunlil not have kepi 
iitloal five Diimilea. ('apt.. Deven anil hia 
two crevvn of lifo Havers were the heroes of 
the day, daaliing hero and there 
Into tlu! drift and wreckage lo 
pull out the dead ami injured. Capt. 
Devi'ii thinks that aome of tlic biidiea have 
lii'c)) ciriii;il over Ihe ialls. It will lake 
several ilaya to recover the bodies, aa most 
of them are pinned down by the heavy iron 
trusses which fell on top rf tho l.dae 
work. The bridge coi))pany has 1,0(10 )iien 
work, and will c.xlrioulo llie 
bodies from tho wreck i»a soon as 
possible. When tho second p.>rt of the false 
work fell an engine and boiler wont with it, 
and when the boiler hit the debris it explod- 
ed, but no one Is known to have been 
struck by the flying fragments. The lives 
of the bridge workmen were Insured for 
1 ,,")0() each. To whom must bo 
laid the reaponaibility for the ter- 
rible disaster will probably never bo 
known. It is highly probsiblo that this is 
hut one of ihoao unforcsoeii nccidenls that 
occur in apitc of all preainitionury measures. 
Bridge building, as is well known, is fraught 
with more than ordinary danger and the 
workmen, whosn labors are utilized in the 
work practically take their lives into their 
own hands. 

(leneral opinion ascribes tho cause of the 
diaaaler to the sUM' uiiid that haa been 
sweeping Ihe river all day. ll lioro with 
great, force on the ponderous framework, 
which necessarily became loosened from the 
construction, and tho Hivaying of the heavy 
limbers. A great number of people, heforo 
tho tirat span fell, could see tho "traveller" 
rising SO feet above tho piers, swaying and 
(luiviiring in tbn wind in what appeared to 
bo tho meal, alarming manner to those on 
shore. 1'lie motion, however, was hardly 
safe, but it never ocourred to the engineers 
in charge of the workmen. Every precau- 
tion bad been taken to ensure the stability 



of the franiu work. Mr. Earle, of Manches- 
ter, a civil engineer, who wag employed on 
the bridge, had a narrow oeoapo from death 
To a reporter ho gave this account of his 
adventure. Ho said : " I was alanding on 
the span (hat fell on the Kentucky aiilu, ami 
seeing that it wag about to fall got olf 
as soon as possible. I had just counted 
those who were on the span a fow minutes 
before and there wer« fifty ono in all, not 
counting mj'self. When I called, tho men 
dropjied their tools and ran towards mo, but 
only ten of them could got off. Tho others 
went down in a heap. [ was ao badly 
frightened, that I couM not tell how many 
of them got out, bul 1 aaiv ono men 
swim to the . shore. The u.x'ident was 
ciiuaeil by the wind. Tho piling waa strong 
enough to bear double the weight. Tho 
bridge fell like a pack of cards, it became 
loosened on the Indiana aide first and 
swayed ijraduully across to the opposite 
' !. The epan would have been completi-d 
this afternoon, and after tho "traveller" had 
been fastened to tho pier there would have 
been no danger of tho wind or cur- 
rent breaking it down," There 
were many narrow csciipe.i, but n'ost 
thrilling was that of a workman called 
".Spider," who broke tho record for high 
jumping. Hu was al the lop of tho huge 
"traveller" 148 feet from the water. He 
felt aomolhing give Way, and llien saw that 
the whole span was falling. Spreading 
hia hands above his head, he leaped head- 
long to the water, landing on the opposite 
side from which tho "traveller" fell. He 
landed well ond was carried towards the 
wrockago, where ho was rescued by two 
fellow workmen who had just come from 
the wreck. 

One sight that was unusual and which 
will be remembered in tho history of tho 
lamentable diaaster, was tho presence of 
eighteen men who were saved by be- 
ing over on tho north stone pier, 
when the iron pier with its iron 
frame went down, with dreadful force. 
The pier rose alone from tho water over 70 
feet. At its top, were tho I.S prisoners 
huddled together, diized with an uncon- 
trollable fear. The sight was terrible. A 
rope lailder was thrown up and the n)en rea- 
oned. Tho accident will coat tho contractors 
.•?"."), 000. In January. l.SUO, four men were 
drov.-ncd, tho caisson tilting and letting 
the water run in. in May of tho same year 
a caisson turned over and ten or twelve 
inoro lives were loat. The span which fell 
wan ')'_'() feet long and weighs 100,000 
pounds.

Admiral tla (xania Issues a Manifesto 
—Whereabouts of tfovern- 
ment Cruisers. 



Miuister Menilouca Disputes Correct- 
ness of Recent Advices— An 
International Controversy. 



Montevideo, Deo. 15— Admiral Saldanha 
da Gama, who aasuinod command of tho 
rebel ahipa left in the harbor of Rio when 
Mcllo eacaped from the bay, haa issued a 
manifesto addroaeed to the garrison at Fort 
Villegagnon, which has persistently kept up 
the light against Peixoto, though the fort 
was badly shattered by shells from tho gov- 
ernment guns. In it the admiral says : 
" Wo arc wilneases of your courage and of 
your conalant and repeated acts of heroism. 
Tho people of this truly patriotic city ex- 
press to you their admiration for your 
bravery and their sympathy for the cause 
for which you fight — the cause of liberty, 
and the rehabilitation of your beloved 
country. Bo sure that you have tho 
good-will and the moral support of tho 
whole nation. When by tho force of arms 
you come out victorious your eelf-abnega- 
tioi), your forlituilc, yjur willingneaa to 
sacrilico even lifo itself in the beat interoata 
of the nation, will long bo cherialied in the 
hearts of llioao who are almost exhausted 
by tlieir search for means lo support their 
families, and who will not fail lo reward 
your fortitude. Fight then with boldness 
in defence of thoae glorinuf ruins, converted 
by tho shells of the enemy into a statue of 
liberty whence fires still break out in vehe- 
ment protealations against the aggressions 
of military tyranny. Your friends, who uro 
near by, all Silute, trusting that those proj 
fesalons of patriotism which you ha/e given, 
and which so ennoble you, will prepare 
Brazil for a lengthy period of self-govern- 
ment, of peace and prosperity. Long live 
the national navy." 

WAsui.sfiTON, Dec. 15. — Senor Mendonoa, 
Brazilian Minister, gave out aome informa- 
tion to-day an<l explained a perplexing con- 
fusion of names in recent news. Minister 
Mendonca has been informed by hia Gov- 
ernment of the arrival of the NIctheroy on 
the coast of Brazil. She reached there oa 
Tuesday, and since then has been under the 
control of the Brazilian Navy Department. 
The America, whose machinery was dis- 
abled on her way from New York to the 
West Indies, he has also been Informed, 
will leave the port where her repairs are be- 
ing made either on Saturday or Sunday, for 
Brazil. Tho Minister was not authorized to 
nieniion the port at which tho Niotheroy 
had arrived nor the Wesl Indian port where 
tho America ia being repaired. 

No mention haa been made in any of the 
cable messages received by Senor Mendonco, 
Brazilian minister, of the beginning of hos- 
tilitiea in the harbor of Rio, aa reported to 
tho Navy department here. The dispatch 
from Lisbon announcing the arrival there 
cf the British steamer Nile, from Pernam- 
bnco, of Dec. 5, was shown to tho minister. 
Mr. Mendonca said : " That whole dispatch 
is a series of remarkable atatenienta. In 
the lirst place, tho voyage of tho Nile is 
the (piiokest on record between Pernainbuco 
and Lisbon by two days and fourteen hours. 
Tho atatemeuls with reference to tha 
steamer I'arahyba, in the Liabon dispatch, 
and also in Ihe dispatch from London, Mr. 
Mendonca aaid, " demonstrate that some 
of the news, at least, contained in the dis- 
patchea about Brazilian aliairs originates 
with people who are not familiar with what 
they are writing about." There is a pro- 
vince in Brazil called Parahyba, or Para- 
haiba, or, as it is generally here written, 
T'araiba, and there Is a river in Brazil called 
the I'arnabyba. The names, you will see, 
arc different, and there are vessels named 
both after the river and tho province. The 
day before yesterday it was announced 
that the French steamer Parahyba 
had been seized by Mcllo'a forces. 
Yesterday the information was that tho 
otliccrs and the crew of the gunboat I'ara- 
haiha had joined Mello's forces. To-day we 
are informed that live oliicera of the Para- 
hyba bad been shot, and that soldiers de- 
tailed for the purpose of executing the in- 
siirgeiit oliicera and crew refused to obey 
orders imd tire upon the rest, who are still 
siip])o.-)ed to be alive. The fad ia that 
the i'arahyba ia a French i))erchant 
^■es3el, one of a line plying between l,5razil 
and Kurope. The I'arnahyba ia one of 
three vessels of the liriizilian navy which 
were located in the Ornear porta of Northern 
Brazil. Tho I'arnahyba was at Pernain- 
buco, and that son.e of the oliicera and crew 
have joined tho inaurgents ia quite probable. 
This being so, and tho fact having been dis- 
covered by the Government, their execution 
was perfectly jualifiable. 

NhwYoHK, Doc. 15— That several prom- 
inent members of the Brazilian colony in 
this city who are in sympathy with Ad- 
miral Mello, and who are aotlag in concert 
With his followers in that country, contem- 
plate bringing an action against this Gov- 
ernment to recover heavy damages for 
allowing Charles Flint &. Co. to fit out the 
Niotheroy and America, there can no longer 
be any doubt. Attorney Isaoo Angel, a 
naturalized Brazilian, who has an oflice In 
the Mills building, has the matter in charge, 
and white he will not divulge the naihca of 
tho persona who have employed him, ho 
admits that ho will shorlly commence such a 
proceeding, under section 5,'2S.'i of tho 
reviaed st,;lul(H of the United Stales. 

Charles H. Flint received a leller to-day 
fro))) Brazilian Miniater Mendonca atatiug 
that two cablegrams from Captain ii^roah- 
man, of the America, hail been received by 
him. Tho captain reported that tho ro- 
pair.-) lo the A)iierica wore completed, and 
that hIh; waa ready to proceed to sea. Tho 
battery worked splendidly, there waa a 
daily drill of tho crew, and all are well on 
board. Miniater Mendonca also wrote that 
ho hail boon advised of iho arrival of the 
Nictheroy at a lirazilian port, and that sho 
bad been turned over to the Brazilian Navy 
Department. Mr. Flint announced that 
from this time on the lirm of Flint Co. 
will have no ailvicea from Brazil aa to the 
progresa of the ineurrcction except what Is 
received from tho Brazilian Minister at 
Washington.!

C. Gardiner Johnson i\nil tlio sou c*ptiiina 
in port wore intervieu'oil by your correspond- 
ent. Mr. Jolmaon ia auurotnry of tlio local 
pilots, iiiid was very ol)liging in thoroughly 
explaining the present pilotage syatoni. 

Producing a score of oharts, and goin;:; 
thoroughly into details, Mr. Johnson con- 
Bentod to bo ([Uoted aa aaying the proposed 
amiil(;aniution soliomu seemed to him im- 
praoticiihlu nnd unrea80uiil)le aa lie under- 
atood it. Accoriiing to hia ideas there 
would be no ])i!ot station at I't.

As pilota are oblij^ed to own not leas than 
three tons in a ])ilot boat, would not tliu 
Government 1)0 obliged to malte this up to 
the pilota, in case of the proposed change 
coming into ttl'ect ': 

Is it possible to compel a vessel signalled 
at Capn Flattery to pny pilotaj^e ? 

These <|uestiouB Mr, Jolmaon tliouylit 
should bo well considered boforo any acti(jii 
was taken. lie did not think tlieae ([uea- 
tions could bo satisfactorily uuswerod. Aa 
far as the Vancouver board was concerned, 
they were satisfied with the present system, 
which had but one flaw — vessels were not 
obliged to pay half pilotage if the pilota 
failed to signal them ofT the 
boundary between Pt. Atkinson and 
the red buoy, off Spaniah Hank. 
Some United Slates vessels taking advan- 
tage of this had pat out their lights on a 
dark night and slipped around y[ianiah 
bank unseen, afterwards reporting they had 
not been signalled and therefore would not 
pay half pilotage, about §2 a foot. Mr. John- 
son thought that if a compulsory fee of S;{ was 
charged, pilot or no pilot, there would be 
no more playing 'possum around Spanisli 
bank on a dark, night. 

The following captains were interviewed 
in the handsomely fui uished cabin of the 
ship Benjamin Sewell, of Hoaton : Capt. 
Sewoll, of the lienjamin Sewell; Capt. 
Sundae, of the Germanic, Norway; Capt. 
Gibson, of the Colorado, Sau Francisco; 
Capt. Lee, of the Templar, San Francisco; 
Capt. Blunnn, of the \V. H. Talbot, San 
Francisco; Capt. I'eterson, of the lOclipse, 
San Francisco; Capt. Markiuani;| of the 
Snow and Burgess, San Franciaco; Capt. 
Baatainson, of liie ship Beaconsiield, Eng- 
land. 

The opinion expressed by the pilots in 

session ia : 

1. If the Province of Britieli Columbia ia 
determined to continue to exact compulsory 
pilotage feea to their own diaadvuntage any 
variance from the preacnl system would not 
be desired by the captains, particularly from 
Sau Francisco, as it would entail more ex- 
pense. Tills would oblige them to give 
British Columbia a wide bertii, taking Sound 
ports in preference, where no piloCa(;o is 
charged, or even Portland with its high fees, 
which, everything considered, is not more 
expensive than here. Aa an average of 
$4,000 is spent by each ship while in port, 
it is felt that British Columbia should be 
slow in increasing the dues, for as it ia one 
oapt&in among those present had notified hia 
owners not to load hero on account of high 
pilot fees, which average about $200 a ship, 
an amount that would buy considerable 
meat for a long voy.ige. 

2. Tow boats are all that areneceeaary from 
Flattery to Vancouver, Victoria or Nan- 
aimo.

LOOK AT THE CITY. 

The best way to judge how tho affairs of 

this city of Victoria have been managed 
dnrinf; tlie laat two yeura is to cxainine the 
city itaelf. Evideucca of miamanagemout 
and neglect meet tho eyo in every direction. 
Tho streets uro phenomenally bid. They 
could hardly be worse. In some placca 
they are almost impassible and everywhere 
they are diaagracofuUy dirty. The condi- 
tion of Government atreet ia a standing re- 
proach to tho city. Is it right that Viotor- 
iana who are proud of their city, who ap- 
preciate its beauties and who are olive to 
its many advantagesj are obliged to mako 
apologies for its unattractive appearance to 
Strangers, and to be filled with shame and 
Indignation when this evidence of neijlect 
and that conspiououa nuisance are pointed 
0"tt and commented upon. 

The sidewalks are in very little better 
condition than the roadway and the oroaa- 
inga. They are rough, ugly and out of 
date, and, bad aa they are, they aro not 
kept in good repair. The want of signs 
.allowing the names uf the atreeta ia a dis- 
grace to the corporation. Thia is an evidence 
of neglect and bickwardneaa that forcibly 
strikes every atranger. An intelligent and 
progreaaive corporation with an enterprising 
mayor would have had the atreeta and side- 
walks clean and in good repair and the 
names of the atreeta would be found on neat 
gigna at every atreet corner. 

The atreeta aro not well lighted and 
the lighting has been done on 
tho most singular principle. Tho 
want of proper drainage has been a long- 
standing grievance, and much of the money 
expended on eewer constructiun hua Ijcen 
wasted for want of lirniness and good imui- 
ttgenient on the part of those to whom tho 
regulation of the city's aflfiira has been en- 
trusted. 

The city's water supply ia far from 
being what it ought to be, and wliat it 
easily could be maile if the mayor and cor- 
poration bail an intelligent conception of 
tho cily'a needs, and had made a good u^e 
of their opportunities and the means at 
their disposal. 

That the sanitary condition of the city ia 
very far from what it ought to be every ono 
udmita. It could be very greatly improved 
by the exerci.ic of care and watciif uliicsa ou 
the part of the authorities, and a very mod- 
orate exponditure of money. But it ia need- 
leaa to dilate further on the evidences of 
miamanagement that are ao easily diacorned. 
That they are ao numerous is aurpriaiug, 
for the city is not poor, and the taxes have 
not been low. Money has lieen spent — a 
very great deal of money — but the expendi- 
ture has not boon productive of anything 
like the roaulta that might roaaonably be ex- 
pected. 

The want of system and of active, vigi- 
lant and inlolligont supervision ia every- 
where observable. It the Mayor fur the 
last two years had been an active, energetic 
man of buaiuesa, tho city to-day would have 
presented a very difl'orent appoaranoo. 
It is quite true that the Mayor 
cannot do everything, but he can 
and ought to give tone to tho adminis- 
tration of tho city's affairs. Tho difforeuce 
which a really olGoient administrator makes 
in tho managomont of any concern is 
really astonishing. Tho subordinates bo- 
oome in a measure imbued with his spirit. 
OPhey shake off their indolence and foraalte 
their uRgloctful and slovenly ways. What 
tho city wanta as much as anything is the 
*' maater'a eye." 

Tho beat proof of a workman's skill ia 
tho work ho dooa. It is by thot he ia judged 
by all pi udont men. This is how an intelli- 
gent opinion of Mayor Beaven'a qualifioa- 
tions as an adrolnistrator is to be formed. > 



Ho haa now been mayor two years. Loolc 
at tho city. Can any man of common sense 
regard its present condition with satisfac- 
tion ? 

THE PEOPLE or HA WAIL" 

In Wednesday's O'regonian is an article 
headed " The People of Hawaii." Here is 

ita lirst paragraph : 

" Tho peoplo of Hawaii aro behaving in 
this crisis of tlioir all'aira with a niinglnl 
resolution and liignity that entitles tliem to 
tho respect of the civilized world. With- 
out bluster or declamation they have pre- 
pared quietly for a resolute defence of their 
position, while maintaining the moat 
courteous hearing towards thoae who tlicy 
have reason to believe menace them with 
attack." 

This ia very fine. But who aro thcao peoplo 
that are under trying ciroumatanoes be- 
having ao admirably ? Are they the ninety 
thousand or ao natives who form ibe 
great bulk of the population of tlio 
Hawaiian lalaiida, and who, one would 
naturally suppose, aro to bo considered "f/tc 
peoplo of Hawaii ;" But thoBO natives are 
silent, \Ve hear notliigg, comparatively, 
about them except that thoy exist. Their 
Queen has been deposed by a number 
of adventurous strangers, and they 
aro hardly allowed to complain. Tliey, 
it appears, ate expected to submit 
cheerfully to whatever Goverunieut tho 
men who have obtained control of the 
alTaira of the lalanda choose to aeloot for 
them. If their aelf-conatituted maatora de- 
ciile for Hiuiuxation, they must wear the yoke 
of the United .Stales contentedly. The pro- 
posal to invest them will) th.j privileL'is anil 
powers of cili/.eua is scouted by tlie men 
who have taken upon themaelvea to ahape 
their political destiny. If an indcpondont 
republic ia to bo cstaMiahed the de- 
cision will bo arrived at wilhuut their con- 
sent, and they will have to bo content 
willi such privileges as tho wliito minority, 
who apeak of themselves and who are 
spoken of by othera as " the people of 
Hawaii " choose to extend to them. We 
doubt very much if " the people " ou whom 
the Orogouiau ao generously lavishes its 
praiso, when they are uU told, form one- 
tenth of the population of the Islands. 

Harpor'a Weekly, which expreases the 
opinions and feelings of quite a large pro- 
portion of the best oitizena of the United 
States, thus describes " the people," who, 
according to the Orogonian, have been act- 
ing with such " resolution and dignity," in 
a way very ditVerent indeed from our re- 
spected Portland oontemporory. It auya ; 

In the afternoon of the same day a so- 
called committee of safety of thirteen 
members— nioatly aliens, five Ameri- 
cans omong them — was formed, oiten- 
aibly for the maintenance of the 
public peace. The following day this com- 
mittee resolved that a 'Provisional Govern- 
ment be created to exist until the terms of 
union with tho United States of xVmerica 
shall have been negotiated and agreed upon.' 
At a maaa meeting, compoaed largely of 
aliens, held on tho aamo day, tho (^)ueeu was 
condemned and denounced, and the acts of 
tho eomniittee apjiroved. The same after- 
noon the committee asked the American 
Minister, .John L Stevens, for ansibtancc, aa 
they I'vrr iiuahl-- lu jimti rt tliun^ih\s irilliaul 
aid and //i' /■« /'urc hoped for the protection of 

the United States forces There 

was no popular movement of any strength 
against the i^juecn, but she yielded to the 
forces of tho United States, and then 
solemnly bubmilted her claim for justice to 
the Republic, expecting it to undo the wrong 
done her by ita ogont and its armed 
forces. Thereupon tho conspirators who 
had stolen from hor tho (lovernment of 
Hawaii, with tho aid of American bayonets, 
made haste to present the stolen gooda to 
the United States for speedy acceptance. 

It is these " conspirators " who now form 
the Government of Hawaii, and the few 
hundred peoplo who named them as a 
" oominitteo of safety " and who now uphold 
them in the authority they seized in tho 
way above described, form what the Oro- 
gonian wishes its readers to believe aro 
" the people of Hawaii." 

Thoae who believe that the Americans are 
really republican in principle must be 
amazed to see so many of their newspapers 
ignoring the rights of a free peojjle, and aid 
ing and abetting tho handful of uiiHcrupu 
lous men who have soizad their (lovernment 
with the evident intention of depriving that 
people of political rights which American 
citizens would have tho world believe thoy 
value ainro highly than they do life itself. 
Wo trust that it is the noisy minority who 
would muke serfs of the people of Hawaii, 
and that the majority believe in the 

Policy of Justice " advocated by Harper's 
Weekly and many other influential Ameri- 
can newspapers, 

ISARKINO UP THE WRONG TREE. 

The McKinley tariff haa been in operation 
in the United States for about four years 
That tariff was to have been a great boon to 
the American farmer. The exclusion of 
Canadian farm produce waa to give him a 
livelier marltet and better prices. It was 
also to benefit the American lumberman and 
other producers. Haa it performed what 
it promised ? 

Tho Oregonian informs us that wheat is ao 
low that the cosLof proiluction is barely cov- 
ered. Lumber mills are working at half thoir 
capacity ; wool sells bolow the cost of pro 
ductiou, and the warehouses are burdened 
with it because there is no marlcet even at the 
preaent price ; sheep have fallen one half in 
value, This ia a bad state of things 
for tho Oregon farmer and lumbornian 
They could hardly bo worse under any ays 
torn. If thia ia tho result of four years 
of McKiuloyium, wo should think that tho 
American farmers and lumbermen on tho 
PaoiQo Coast would welcome any change. 
The Oregonian, it ia true, Biiya tho diaas 
troua change haa been brought about by tho 
proaout adininiatration, but thia ia sheer 
nonsonae. Tho trade policy iiiLroduced by 
MoKinloy has been in operation ever ainco 
the Cleveland administration came into 
power, and to assert that the mere foar of 
change haa lowered the price of wheat and 



wool and lessened tho demand for lumber, is 
moat abaurd. Tho plain truth ia that Mc- 
Kinleyiam, aa far as tho farming iutoreat 
is coucorucd, haa been u dead failure in the 
United States. It has increased the farmer's 
expenses by raising thu prices of muoh that 
he has to buy, while it haa not inci eased his 
ability to pay lho5e higher prices by giviug 
him a hotter market and bettor prices for 
what ho has to sell. An intelligent and an 
honest journalist would pat the saddle on 
tlio right horse. It is poor politics as well 
aii bud logic to atlribulu an uvll to a hidden 
and an indirect oause when tho true cause is 
direct and open to view. Tho farmers may 
bo fooled by such sophistry for a while, but 
their oyoa will bo opened to the truth 
sooner or lutur, und then they will have a 
very poor opinion of tlie newspaper that 
tried to hoodwink them.

As the.c were only 
two steamers on tho station auch sows as 
this constitutes a blow which may well have 
crushed all enterprise and hope out of a 
man. Tho labour of months had been lost, 
and, a matter of hardly less importance, tho 
immediate pr'ilitu and future prospects of 
tho lino were imperilled. 

.Mr. Huddart, however, proved himself to 
be the man shadowed in our prefatory 
note, he would not allow hia entorpriso to 
bo damped, and within a week had char- 
tered the Ariiwa, from the Shaw, SaViU and 
Albion Com|)aoy, for eighteen months. Tho 
Arawa, which wiis at thai time at New /Zeal- 
and, is a much larger vessel than tho one 
whose untimely fate g>ive .Mr. Huddart 
thia opportunity of displiying hia courage 
and faith in tho work he has unilerlaUen. 

Tho editor goes on to describe tho Arawa, 
and dwells on tho importance of its being 
provided with cold storage accommodation. 
The article shows that Mr. Huddart's 
energy is appreciated in England, and also 
that tho British mercantile world attaches 
much importance to the establishment of a 
steamship lino between British Columbia 
uul Australia.

Nkw Wkstminster, Deo. 15. — (Special)- 

A desperate attempt to escape waa maile 
shortly before 5 o'clock laat evening by a 
number of penitentiary convicts working in 
the outside gang. The attempt waa unsuc- 
ceaaful. A representative of the Colonist 
visited the penitentiary to obtain full par- 
ticulars of the incident, but Mr. MoBrido 
aaid all the information ho could give was 
that three convicts hud tried to escape, and 
khat one had been shot in the leg. The 
littlo revolt waa witnessed by one outsider, 
however, who gave the following particu- 
lar.-j : A gang of fil convicts had been work- 
ing all afternoon in tho ravine within tho 
Walls, to the woat of tho Warden's reaidence, 
not f ir from the Columbia street limits of 
the grounds. A few minutes after I p. m, 
an order was u'iven the convii;ta by the 
guards in ciiarge to form up and return lo 
tho Penitentiary. As the convicts bunched 
toget her a number of them, evidently by a 
preeoncert ed arrangement, made a sudden 
lireak frnm the ranks and charged on Ollioer 
Coiiiia, v.lio Hlooil between them and tlie 
wall, tlirowing elones and roots at him as 
tliey advaiici'il, 'The odieiT stood his 
ground at lirst and ordered tlie men 
b.ick. Till y replied with a yell and 
a fresh shower of stones, and continued 
their rush for liberty. Coutls, armed \iilli 
a re|ieatiug rilb; lired several shots ovit the 
heads of the iiiutiueera. 'Thia frightened 
tbo more timid of the gang who caii.o to a 
halt but a number still kept on across tlie 
ravine. By thia time the guards on the 
walls had taken in tho situation and opeiii d 
fire on the revoltors. The whiating of the 
bnllots about their eara brought all but 
three to their senses. This trio consisted of 
a man named Kennedy, a half breed and 
another individual whoao name could not be 
learned. Regardless of tho shower of lead 
falling about than, they continued rapidly 
across the ravine and their chances 
of escape were brightening each instant 
when a bullet Struck Kennedy in the calf of 
the leg and he fell unable to proceed further. 
When Kennedy fell the other two lost 
heart, and came to a standstill and allowed 
thcmaelvea to be retaken. The gang was 
immediately marched to tjuartera and the 
wounded convict removed to the prison 
hoapital. Kennedy. who is aerioualy 
wounded, ia serving a life term for murder, 
five years ago, at Coldon. It is believed ho 
was at tho head of a wideapread plot to bring 
about a wlioleaale goal delivery, which was 
only frustrated by the vigilance and prompt 
action of the guards and oUicers,

SILVER KING MINE- 

The Development Work .Shows Highly Satlg- 
factory lieaults. 

(Jjelson Minor.) 

-Matters appear to bo jogging along very 
well up at the Silver King. I'bero are at 
present some twenty-five or thirty miners at 
work, in addition to the surface gang. All 
of the underground work has so far been 
done by contract, and, judging by the re- 
ports, thoae who havu talcen the Work up 
have done very well. Tlio contracta which 
are nearly all along the line of developmenl 
work, are let by tho foot, and can bo termin- 
ated at any time the manager considers 
a sullicionl amount haa been done in that 
particular direction. Tlio work up to date 
has given moat aatisfactory results. The 
main lead has been uncovered at various 
points for •_',(IIK) feet, and ao far tho greatest 
jiart of Work has been in oro. Nothing in 
the nature of a well defined wall haa aa yet 
been located, though it ia expected that 
these will come aa depth ia gained. The 
work has opened tho mine in excellent 
shape, and several hundred miners could be 
put to work at any time in tho future that 
the company may think beat. 

Drifting has been done each way from the 
winzo which connects the upper and lower 
levels. These drifts are about 45 foot long, 
and are in solid ore. Two new contracts 
have been let to carry on this driftioK to 
some further extent. There is a tunnol in 
about On feel near the line between the Sil- 
ver King and tho Kootenay Bonanza, which 
shows good ore, as does the 50 foot shaft on 
the lionaoza. About thirty feet lower down 
than the iniuith of tile lower lovol, a shaft 
haa been sunk from which ore ia being taken 
nut Of the old levels, the upper ono is in 
feet, and tho lower one muat he in 
nearly TOO feet. Tiiere ia an incline con- 
necting the upper level with tho aurfaco, 
and a winzo connecting tiio two levels. The 
greatest depth is gained in about :!00 feet 
below the surface. A portion of the work 
will include the stoping out of ore between 
the two main levels. 'The surface gang ia 
Iniay cribbing up an oro dump, in wliich 
this output will bo put until aortod for 
shipment. At present the oro is being 
sorted quite closely as it is broken down 
and will rcijuiro but littlo more handling 
before being sacked — From present indica- 
tions tho desire ia to get tho mine In shape 
for working a heavy force of men when 
tbo tramway ia coubtructcd.

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THE HUNTINGDON TEAGEDY. 



Stroebel's Cross-Examlnation Occupies 
Nearly All the Ninth Day 
ot the Trial. 



Rebuttal of Evidence for the Defence 
—Counsel's Abuse of the 
Wituesses. 



All expectation of tiaialiing tho trial ot 
Albert Stroobol to-duy vuuished when, ub a 
result of a atatomont made by the priaonor 
in hia croaa-exainination yesterday, it be ■ 
came aeceaaary to secure the attendance of 
Capt. Pittendrigb, of New Weatmins'ter, 
the magistrate who oonduotod the coroner'a 
inquest, and who ia expected to arrive by 
th\i cvcQiiiy'a bout. Tlio court mot at 11 
a.m., Mr. Juatico Walkom proaidiug. 

Albert Stroebel, tho accused, was cross-ex- 
amined by the Attorney-lieneral. He said it 
was at the request of Larson that lie hud 
practised the ddoeption upon Carpenter in 
order to find the missing hono. Ho did not 
remember tolling Porter, or anyone else, 
that ho was going to liuy tho shop. Tho 
land lie lost through the Moulton tranauc- 
tion conaistod of thirty ucreu north of V'.in- 
couver, on Seymour N'lurowa, and a lot in 
Vancouvoi'; for iheao liu had p.iiil JtiUO lu 
hia brother, but not uxaclly in cuah, h'lH 
brother selling for hini forty auven aorea ol 
land which the witnesa oH-ned near liunt- 
ingdon, and owing him §(300 when they 
came to aottlo up; uo ho auid whon he got llio 
clued ut tliu liuul ivt Seymour Xiirrowa and 
Vaiicouvtr jiidL moiitiuueil he uuuld givo 
it to witneaa. His brother dei'ili-d the land 
over about a year ago last August. When 
Aloulton heard that the deed waa niudt! over 
and sued him on account of hia hrother'a 
note, he went down to see Moulton, whusu 
lawyer said witness would have to aettlu, 
BO be signed a mortgage for $250 on the :H) 
acres of land. All the money be got waa 
$8 paid to him at fiuntingdon as expeneca 
before he went down to sign the mortgage, 
wbloh he had six months to pay. They told 
him afterwards that they were goiug to 
close in on the land, so be offered to sell to 
Loughreea about two months later. Wit- 
ness first wanted fUUO, and afterwards 
came down to S300, but finally agreed to ac- 
cept $-6, aftir Loughreen told him that 
there waa $l."iC against the land and offered 
to pay all hia LxpeiiBea down to Weatmiu- 
ster to aigu tho deed, instead of thia they 
sent for tlio deeda which were brought; up to 
Huntingdon, whore ho aigned them. Loui;h- 
reen had given him Jlo when he made tho 
agrceniout and promised to pay more 
when tho deeda were aigned, but afterwards 
refused to pay this aa he aaid there waa too 
much against the land. It waa after he 
gave the $'2M mortgage that ho tried to get 
board from Moulton for getting into him, 
but he had no claim against Moulton ex- 
cept that Bottled hy tho mortgage. It was 
about aix wccka heforo tho death of Mar- 
shall that he took the revolver from Ch*rlea 
Bartlett, with two cartridgea in it that 
Bartlett had put there, and three weeks 
later that ho put tlieao two cartridgea into 
tho revolver and fired it into the air. He 
and Jcaaup and Eyerley aeemed to have got 
these dates mixed up, bub at all oveuta it 
was after tho Hartlett atlair that be tired in 
the air. When lUrtlett threatened to lay 
out hia wife and two more, witneaa believed 
that he and Elizabeth Bartlett were the 
two. It was bis intention to go fishing in 
Marshall's creek when he left home on tho 
morning of the 19tb; he was then wearing 
light shoes. When he and Porter talked 
over the ditching ho knew that whether he 
went in on huive.M or by the day there would 
be no money coming out of it until Porter 
got the pay from tho Council. He did not 
remember telling Forcer when he left 
him after milking the cow, that he 
would wash hia hamla and go homo, ami he 
had no inton'ion of going home. He ad- 
mitted that at the last trial he had said 
that tho evidence of ISlair, I'orter and 
Baxter waa very true, except one thing 
that I'orter aaid, hot never thought then of 
Porter's atatement that he aaid he waa going 
home. Tho one thing he diapuled was 
having told Porter that he got homo be- 
twf (Ml 5 and G. When ho sal on Mct^uee'a 
bridge doing the last of tho dahing, ho 
wua also whittling, but he aaid nothing 
uLuut this at t!u! last trial. It waa aince 
then that he had lieanl Silvertliorn'a evi- 
dence that witni;t3 told hiui he had betii 
whittling on tho bridge. After he lelt 
Porter it took him about 5 or 11) minutes V) 
wnah hia hauda and maybo '20 minutes to get 
tho aalmoa roe, and about 10 or 15 minutes 
to go to the place where he commonci d 
fiahiiig. He tished until pretty near darl:, 
ho could not aay how long. Ho did not 
think he waa two hours and a half fishing, 
but ho quit just before dark. He 
might have been two hours. He believed 
he aaid in answer to Mr. Morrison at 
the last trial that he fis'ied two 
hours and a half or more maybe, but he 
knew now that be could not have been £o 
long, as it would be too dark. It must have 
been about 6 05 when he commenced fish- 
ing, so it would have been 8 SJj when h ; 
Btopped if be (iahed two and a half hours. 
He believed ho did aay at the laat trial thai 
it got dark between 7 and 8, and that it wua 
prelly diii-ky when he left the bridge. After 
he got over the fence on the way home hi; 
met three mem. He did not reuieiiiber cvi v 
telling M(;( iillivray lhat he only went half a 
mile up the track and that he Haw nobody, 
but woulil not be pnaitive about it. Wlieii 
ho slipped and hurt hia knee on tho rail, the 
acci<ient detained him there half an hour. 
At the Huntingdon depot he sat down and, 
pulling up his pants, found hia knee all 
black and lilue ; he saw it by the li(/hc 
shining from tlio depot window. Witneaa 
here made a rough sketch showing the rail- 
way, tho station house, the position of the 
light and the place where ho aal, and tbis 
was shown to the jury and put in aa an ex- 
hibit. He sat there ten or lifteen minutes, 
The hurt received that night hiul nover 
gone uwoy yet. Il hurt pretty bad for 
ufteeo or twenty niiiiutea and then 
eased up, but waa siill hurting when he got 
to the station and that was why he stepped. 
Ho got home between and 9:30. He waa 
in the house about 15 or 20 minutes before 
looking at the olook. When he went intn 
the hall he put his fishing rod and stick un- 
derneath the sink ; ho did not mention this 
at the last examination. Ho found Miss 
Bartlett in the dining room. When she 
chaffed him about tho three little fish he 
threw them away. Mrs. Bartlett waa not 
there, and ho had thrown the fish nwuy bo 
that Bho and Iho reat wouhl not have a 
chance to chall' him. He did not think he 
said, aj aliown by the ollicial re])ort of the 
evidence of the last trial, that Mrs. I'.artlett 
as well aa Miss Hartlett waa dialling him. 

At 1:20 the court adjourned until 2:'M 
p.m. 

Stroebel then continued, in answer to tho 
Attornoy-Geueral'a oroBS examination. On 
the Way homo it took him about 'JO minutes 
to go from McQuee'a bridge to tho railway 
track, tbe diatanco being about half a mile 
the way be went around the brush. The 
stars vero shining brightly at first bat it 



got very cloudy and alartod in a tine rain 
aoon after ho passed tho depot. Ho never 
Lad more than seven cartridges while ho 
had this revolver. Tho firat be heord of 
tho death of Marahall was from tho railway 
operator aoinu time after 7 o'clock. This 
waa l."i or 'JO niinutea before Lucaa came 
with tho milk, hv.l he ilid not remember 
that anything was said to Lucaa about it. 
Witneaa lold Mrs. Hartlctl, but thought 
she liad heard of it belore. He saw i\lia. 
Hartlett beforo bo (irat went out, but she 
apparently did not know of it then. He 
was horrilied when ho tirat heard of tho sup- 
posed murder, and did not believe it. Ilia 
cartridgi'S ho had generally kept between 
tho betl clothes and the niattrees, ao that 
they would bo out of tho way of tho children 
and of Hartlett liimaelf. lie heard Miaa 
ISartlclt say yesterday that tho children had 
cartridges to play with right along, but he 
never saw them with cartridges, lie did 
not romcmbert that ljuc -a asked him at any 
time about cartridgea, and if ho said so at 
tho former trial, as ahowj by tho ollicial re- 
port, it waa untrue. When bo wont up to get 
tho revolver for Lucas about -1 o'clock, tho 
cartridges were gono. Tho bod was made 
up then. It was some time afterwards, 
when be was taking up hia washing, that ho 
saw Mrs. Hartlett coming along the hall 
and ho aaked her about them and aho gave 
them back. Being shown tho letter aaid to 
have been written by him to his slater ho 
aaid bo did not think it waa hia writing, 
though it looked very much like it. " 1 
never wrote suoh words as thot," lie said, 
then added, " 1 don't think I did." Ho was 
nut positively sure that it wos not his writ- 
ing. As to Mra. Hartlett's Statement that 
she gave the cartridgea back to him just as 
she had loft tho room after making the bed, 
that was not right, unless someone had 
muased tho bed and she had to make it over 
igain. He never saw tbe lot he owned in 
Vancouver, and did not know what number 
it waa or what alreot it was on. Ho hail 
been in N'ancouver a couplo of times but did 
not go to sec the lot. About his evidence at 
I he coroner's iiuiueat, he ilid not tell ihi- 
lish Blory then because when begot aa far as 
the milking of the cow the niagiatrale 
sloppeil him, saying, " Oh well, ihal'.-j all 
you kno'..; about it," and he re- 
plied that it was. The magiatiato 
asked him if ho know where MarshaU'kopt 
his money and ho said ho did not. Then 
the magiatrate told him to sign hia name, 
so ho said nothing more. Ho had told the 
etory about the noon liahiug bub not about 
tishiug in tho evening. 

Re-oxamiued by Mr. Morrison, witneaa 
said hia father ia now ia Oklahoma, Indian 
Territory, and waa there in April last. Ho 
had once sent for witneaa. His aiatera are 
ill Everett in Washington. Lucas had 
never shown any signs of friendship to him, 
but witness had no reason to believe lhat 
Lucaa waa against him. 

To Hia Lordahip witneaa aaid that right 
after tho operator told him abiuit the death 
of Marshall a man named Morriasey came up 
and told him the same thing. 
Witneaa then went back and got 
hia gum boota with the intention 
of going up to Marnhall'a, and he was wait- 
ing for Strum, who waa going along with 
him, when Lucaa came in. ^ Thia was close 
on to S o'clock. He knew during tho fore- 
noon that he waa auapeoted, from the actiona 
of tho people around and the way they spoke 
to biin. Porter was one, amongst other 
things saying that "a thing like that wasn't 
right, a man who would do a thing like that 
had ought to bo punished." Ho could not 
remember that anything else waa aaid by 
Porter. McCiillivray waa blabbing round 
to other peoiile, but aaid nothing to the 
witneaa; ho could not remember who told 
him about Mctiillivray. The other people 
who spoke to him about it he could not re- 
member, and was not auro that 
anything elae was aaid to lead biin 
to think he was suspected. The conversa- 
tion between him and Porter stopped at the 
time mentioned because their attention was 
attracted by some smoke coming ont of the 
chimney of Stroebel's old house, and as they 
knew that nobody lived in it Uiey at once 
began to talk about who COttld have been 
there. They went in to see, and foumi a 
man who had stopped in the hnuso all night; 
they did not know who ho waa. 

Mr. Morrison announced that thia com- 
pleted the ease for the prisoner. 

Tho Attorney-(;eneral re-culled Wm. Por- 
ter, for tho pnrpoae of contradicting tho 
[>iiBoner on the mbject of hia statement re- 
garding tho intended purchase of the bar- 
ber shop. 

Mr. Morrison protested that the evideuce 
of the prisoner closed the caae and the 
Attorney-General had no right to call any- 
one now. 

Mr. Fell also contended to this oirect, 
holding that further witnesses could be 
called only in a apeoial caau, which thia waa 
not. He aaked that the exception bo noted. 

Hia L'Jrdahip aaid it would be noted, but 
it was an exi;i-|)tion to a very common prac- 
tice, allowed ill every lOngiiah court in both 
civil Lind uriniinal cases. Isvidenco in re- 
buttal could net bi' disallowed. 

Wm. Porter, ex.imined by tho Attorney- 
(Jeneral, tettilied that in tho course of their 
coiiverHatioii on the l!Kli about liie ditching, 
SU'oebel aaid he was going to buy a Imrlier 
shop, but did not state which shop it was. 

To Mr. Morrison, witneas said .Stroobol 
referred to the matter aa Hoiiietliing in the 
future, using tho words " I am going to buy 
a barber aliop." Witneaa had auspiuiou 
early in the morning that Stroi-bel 
did tho deed, but did not remember 
mi'ntioning this suspicion until the after- 
noon. He met Mr. Haxter about S:.'IO a.m., 
and they had a i;onversation in which Hax- 
ter a/dieil it wiiiiesa had seen .Stroebel tbe 
day before, but nothing was llieii aaid be- 
tween thoiu about Stroobol having done it. 
j He had scon Stroebel himself during thn 
morning, and amongst otner things usked 
him what time he got home the night be- 
fore, and had talked to him about the hor- 
rible deed. 

A. Lawrence, attorney, and mayor of 
Sumaa, was re-oaliod and exaiiiiood by tbe 
Attorney. General. He said it was before 
f^araon'a barber shop was hurnud down, 
whiuh waa in February last, tli&t Laraon 
told him that hia auapioion that Carpenter 
had taken hia hone was removed. 

Mr. Morrison inquired of the witness 
wluMher hn harl boon one of tlioae to usk the 
[uoti'ction of tbe ("imrt against cruinsel for 
the defence. 

.Mr. Ijawreiico replied tliulj he ami other 
witnesses had made oiu, a staN'mi-nt wbio'i 
they bad signed. Hi; acted not ho much for 
himself aa for tho others, thouuh he fell 
that ho had cauae of com [jlaiiit to aoiu i 
extent. 

Mr. Morrison aakod in what respect, 

Witnesa replied that on liis side of the 
lino they were not used to having witnesses 
treated as ho and others had been. I'lien;, 
when counsel wiaheil lo impeach the charac- 
ter of a witness bo did it, not by insinuation, 
but by tlio production of direct information 
to sustain any chargo bo wished to make. 

Mr. Morrison iisked what iusinuation he 
had made against .Mr. Lawrence. 

Witness aaid one waa in connection with 
contingent feed, It waa considered by some 
porsous that contingent foes were not honest 
tor an attorney to take except in certain 
cases, and he understood Mr. Morrison to 
insinuate that witness took oontingent fees 
and therefore was a pettifogger. 
Mr. Morriaon inquired if Mr, Lawrence 



bad never known of practitioners in good 
standing in his country taking oontingent 

foea. 

Witness anawered tluit bo had known 
practitioiiero in good standing in the United 
States t.ike contingent fees in certain auits, 
ami he did not consider this pettifogging 
when they were not ilainigo cases. 

Mr. Morrison — Well, anything else ? 

Witin'sa said another thing was an inainu- 
alion that ho gave free advico to persona be- 
cauae lio desired their support in the muni- 
cipal elections. 

.Mr. Morrison asked why ho had put thia 
interpretation upon the (iiiestioii as lo free 
advice, instead of tho more liberal onu that 
the ()uealiou related to free advice given lo 
indigent persona who could not afford to 
pay. 

Witnesa replied that it was because he 
had seen tho way othera woro treated in tho 
witneaa box. 

Mr. Morrison proceeded to quoation the 
witneas about whether it was not tho prac- 
tice to make any complaint from the witness 
box, " and not to go round the back door " 
to the judge. 

Tho Attorney-General rooo to protest that 
it waa about time thia affair should atop, 
and expressed aurpriao that Hia Lordahip 
had allowed it to go on for so long. Ho aaid 
lhat such a course aa that followed by Mr. 
Morrison simply made tho court a place of 
torture, in an effort to show tho eounael to 
he auperior to tho witneaa, and if it were to 
bo allowed tho result would auroly be that 
not only would persona refuse to come from 
tho United States to give evidence, but 
there would be alaoareisn of terror amongst 
tho witnesses. He recalled to the Court the 
fact that a few days ago, when this subject 
waa last discussed, Mr. Morrison had said 
lhat ho would prove in putting in his de- 
fence every one of the insinuations made 
against the character of witnesses, whereas 
he had concluded the case without proving 
one of them. Ho submitted that such pro- 
cedure must be stopped, ovon if thia being 
a capital oll'unco aomo unusual latitude 
sliouhl bo allowed. 

1 lia Lordahip oliserved that he hail aaid 
all ho intended to say on tbe subject. He 
tluuigbt that , as fellow praotiiioners, .Mr. 
.Morrison and .Mr. Lawrence would have ad- 
justed thia matter amicably outside the 
court, and was sorry lo hear that they had 
not. He did not know that .Mr. Lawrence's 
name had been aigned lo the protest made 
by tho witnesses, which ho had to return 
without reading, as be had told them lhat 
he could not say anythint; outside tho court. 
He did not intend lo mention the complaint 
made to him, but tho matter cropped out in 
tho examination of Mr. Ackeriiian or some 
one elae. What he took exception lo 
in tho reports was that one of them 
mentioned, and tho other omitted to men- 
tion, that he had declined to stop Mr. Mor- 
rison, and would not atop him becausn thia 
waa a capital caae. Tho report which did 
not state this fact made it appear that he 
had acted in an arbitrary manner. He was 
glad to hear tiie explanation made to day by 
a witneas who appeared to be a gentleman 
and to have a gentleman's feelings. He did 
not wish It to go abroad that he had 
attempted to suppress anything. Mr. Mor- 
rison was fighting a battle for a man's life, 
and His Lordahip would not say too much 
allowance bad been made him. Many a 
judge would have put his foot dowa long 
ago, but many others would do as he had 
done. 

The Attorney-Oeneral announced that in 
consequence of what tho prisoner had said 
about having been stopped by tho coroner 
in giving his evidence ut tho inquest be had 
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sent for Capt. Pittendrigb to New \Vest- 
minstor, and as he could not arrive until 
tho next evening it was evident thn case 
could not bo finished by Saturday night aa 
before expected. 

Hia Lordship said this was quite the jiro- 
per thing to do, as otherwise tho coronur 
might be placed in a false position. 

Mr. Fell aubniittod that tho coroner had 
very properly atopped Stroebel in telling a 
wandering atory which had nothing to do 
with the death. 15eing instructed that one 
of the present jurors bad been at the inquest 
he sugge'sted that ho should 1)3 asked what 
had oc;curred there. 

His Lordship said it would bo better to 
hear it from C'upl. Pittendrigb himself. 

'J'be taking of evidence then proceeded. 

d. H. I.ovell, called by ihe Attorney ^',^■u■ 
oral, aaid he had known the witness lioberl 
.Stevenson for more than thirty years, and 
had ne\er heard anything sgaitist bis rejiu- 
tatioii. He bad met him very frei|uently 
during that time, and knew him well. 

(^harles ]•',, Moulton, recalled by the 
.■Vllorney-( General, said with reference to 
the atatement made by the priaonor to-day 
lhat faith had been broken with him, wit- 
nesa had never heard of it befiue, The 
Vancouver lot mentioned was in the auburba 
and not worth anything. After tlie deed 
waa signed Stroebel was given an agreement, 
which is still in effect, that ho could ro- 
deem it within a year by paying the money 
in <|ue8tion. 

0. H. Ackernian, recalled, was asked by 
tho Attorney-General if he ever had a dis- 
pute with l^obert Stevenson about some 
land. Witnesa replied that he had not ; 
that ho had vacated a piece of land that Ste- 
venson applied for when he came to Chilli- 
wack, but there waa no dispute between 
them. 

The Attorney-General aaid that besides 
Capt. Pittendrigb, ho had only Stevenson, 
Strum and another witnesa to call, so that a 
night aitting would pot bo of any advan- 
tage. 

Tho court adjourned at 6:05 p.m. until 10 

o'clock this morning.

The new seriient ine braids have cauirlit 
on most deciili-dly, and with theiucunirs 
a double liiniling in tlie same W(a\r, 
wliicli is iLsi il Id liind tlu> ijretly si-i;l- 
lopt.'d rullh'S to c'.-iiK S, revrrs and tlie bot- 
toms of skirts where some other color hr- 
ueuth shows the graceful edge. Th( 
are several new styles and widths ii. 
Titan braids, and some very beaul il'ul 
blaclc ba.-ket v/cave braids varyin;;' froni 
Ouo to I'i mr i ai 'In wide, and allot iier ] - 
tern, whicli for want of a lirltei- in;,'. 
I will call ii..j,saclciiiL;-, as it lass the 
weave that gives thai fabric its name. 

Some of the Hercules and Titan braids 
havo a i>att<rn of soutaclie sewed on 
tlii'Ui. and aimlher scries (.f fmps I'a^-teii- 
(•d ti 1 t he ed,L.e. Tills makes a rich 1 1'iin- 
ming for dress skirts. Another I'r.ddi. 
plain, is fastened to a narrower one liy a 
row of narrow serpentino or zigzag. ih ■ 
widt'r braid being fulleil on so th;;t i: 
forms a narivjw "spiaing" rullle. 'I'iiesi' 
stjdes can l<e had in the same pattern in 
,sever.al widths, so that a serifs of these 
can be sewed on the .skirt of a dress, and 
each is iiarrnwer than the other toward 
tlie top. It nialvcs a stylish gariiilnri'. 
There are some wide braids in scpiare 
open work pattern resembling crotchet 
very closely, and these come in every 
color. • 

The black and most of the colored 
braids are made into buttons to match, 
some small, but I'nr tliis season soiiienf 
them certainly measure li inches in di- 
ameter. These buttons are used lavish- 
ly to oniament cloaks, coats and dresses.

FIRE IN NEW YORK. 

An T.xtenslve Third Avenue li lock Destroyed— 
Two hives hiiat-Nearly Three Hundred 
Tlicuisaud Dollars Gone. 

New Yokk, Deo. 15. — A fire which in 
half an hour wiped out $260,000 worth of 
property, ate a big hole in a block between 

Forty-ninth and Fiftieth street on Third 
avenue thia afternoon. When llio llaniea 
had leaped skyward a hundred feet or more, 
within ten ininues of tho outbreak, they 
suddenly died down, and left a amoking 
heap of ruins whoro there had juat atood ono 
of the biggest blocks in the avenue, 
and a dozen home buildings. The 
track on the elevated road was 
warped and the ties ablaze. The whole 
neighborhood was stirred to a tremendous 
pitch of excitement. Across Forty-ninth 
street a row of private dwellings were 
cleaned of their tenants by the police. 
Every pane of glasa cracked with the beat 
and fell in fragments to the sidewalk. 
.Vcroaa the v/eat aide of Third avenue tho 
occupants of houaea were similarly treated. 
Not a sheet of glasa waa loft. Even the 
pavemcnia yielded to tho extraordinary 
heat, anil tho atreet in plaoea raised up aa 
ii.iich aa two feet. There waa an 
uinllcps chain of elevated railroad 
I rains reaching from the scene of 
i.lie lire down to Twenty-eiglil h street on 
till! north bound track. Almost the sumo 
condition of atl.drs existeil with the surface 
roads. The block was complete on tlie lat- 
ter, until linally the lire department hose 
waa raiacil upon the eh'^ateci pillars to 
alhjw the ciis to pass. 'I'lin big 
Hcven Hlory liuihling in which the 
tire oriuiuat 111, waa occupied aa a furni- 
ture store by Henry 1' Thoeaon Bro. , 
who rtcently failed. A man named Solo- 
mon, the receiver, waa out. The building 
was known aa No, TJ'.l, 705 and 797, Third 
avenue. It was in the basement, under 
the freight elevator, that the fire first 
started. 

Thero were at the time twenty em- 
ployes at work, most of them women, 
and when the dense volume of 
amoke began to pour into the salosroom, 
their BcreaniB could be heard a block away. 
It is believed, however, that all got out in 
aafety save one, a young man employed aa 
varnisher in the building. The only other 
person with him so far aa known ia a, boy, 
William Katohan, ogod 12 years, who ia yet 
nnaceoiinted for. Nearly a hundred fami- 
lies were huddled into tlie alrcct without 
waiting to 1 ake as iniu:h aa a tack with 
them. .Many were injured, liul not anrimis- 
ly. llidf the engines were iiermitted logo 
home at '-'o'clock. At ■( o'clock the excile- 
iiient brokii out alrcsh when it- waa discov- 
ered that Home lirenien were on the (ire 
eacapi^ of a rthaky wall on SO") Thiril 
aveiiuo and their (escape waa cut olf 
by the falling of the lire escape at tlu^ 
bottom of theWall. All tho lirenien on the
